FLOOD. 
All the Eastern papers are filled wi 
details of a terrible disaster last Satur­ 
day' on Mill River, Mass. The dam of 
the Qoshen Resevoir Co., covering, one 
hundred and. fifty, acres of ground with 
water thirty feet deep, broke away in 
the morning. A watchman started to 
warn the village below, but was over­ 
taken by the flood and had to take 
refuge on a hill. The flood pushed 
ahead down thé valley a mass of sweep­ 
ing drift ^thirty feet high, behind which 
crowded the whole body of water, mov­ 
ing forward at the rate Of twenty miles 
an hour.

. W h e r e a s , Certain turbulent and dis­ 
orderly persons, pretending that E. 
Baxter, the present Execntive of Ar,- 
kansas; was not elected, have combined 
together, with force and aitUs to resist 
his authority as such ExeciitiVe, and

W h e r e a s , Said Baxter has been de­ 
clared duly elected by the General As­ 
sembly 4>f said State, as provided in the 
constitation thereofj-'and has for a long 
period been exercising the functions of 
said office, into which he was indncted:

of said State, and ought by its citizens , 
to be-considered its lawful executive 
thereof, and 
W h e r e a s , It is provided in the Con­ 
stitution of the United States,* that' the 
United States shall protect the States

River News. 
The river is falling' rapidly at this 
point. The recent four foot rise was 
not from the mountains—merely a rain 
rise, hence its rapid fall. The regular 
June ffeshet will reach here in about 
one week, according to the predictions 
of river men. 


The Nellie Peck landed at our levee 9 
o’clock Sunday night, twenty-eight days 
out froin Sioux City. She experienced 
much bad luck. The second day out she 
biirsted one of her steam pipes which 
delayed her three days. Upon reaching 
Brule Agency she encountered a low 
river and was obliged to double trip be­ 
tween that place and Cheyenne Agency, 
occupying ten days. She received about 
twenty tons of freight here for Fort 
Benton, and put out, Monday noon, 
drawing three and a half feet forward. 
The Katie P. Eountz met with a seei- 
ous accident to her machinery, thirty 
miles below Grand River, which will 
disable her a greater portion of the 
boating season. She “ran through her­ 
self,”—i . s h e stove out one of her 
cylinder beads; throwing the pitman 
clear from her deck into nine feet of 
water.

They agree in 
in the following descriptioü: That in 
general appearance it resembleR^lf inne* 
sota, being a level, npland prairie, with 
namerons lakes, and a good soiL... lt is 
a more desirable country than that along 
the Upper Utssouri, in these respects, 
but is colder, and has a shorter and 
dryer season. They raise wheat, oats, 
barley, and native corn, if the season is 
wet enough, but the crops often fail for 
want of moisture. 
The past season, as seen by the meteor­ 
ological report, has been exceptionidly 
rainy and favorable for agriculture here, 
and the post has with great care, and 
by utilizing all the available season, 
made an extensive garden with the fol­ 
lowing results. The garden is situated 
immediately, on the river bank about 
two feet above high water. Potatoes, 
native corn, cabbage, early-sown, tur­ 
nips, early peas, early beans, beets 
carrots, parsnips, salsify, cucumbers 
lettuce, radishes, and asparagus have 
grown abundantly and matured. Melons 
pumpkins and squashes have not ma­ 
tured. 
Tomatoes did not turn rei 
American corn (early) reached to roast 
ing ears. Onions, with wheat and oats 
matured at Fort Berthold, D. T., 150 
miles btíow, on the Missouri River, 
am told by those who have been here a 
long time that this may be taken as 
standard of what may be expected in the 
most favorable seasons on the immedi­ 
ate bottoms of the streams. The native 
Indian corn matures in about ten weeks 
from planting. It puts out its ears from 
six to eight inches from the ground, and 
has a soft white grain without any flinty 
portion, and weighs about two-thirds as 
much as other corn. 
My own quarters are situated on the 
second bench of the banks of the Mis­ 
souri, about 50 feet above that stream 
and 600 yards away from it. And to 
raise a flower-garden 10 feet by 40, the 
past two years, has required a daily 
sprinkling of three barrels of water, for 
which we were repaid by about three 
weeks of flowers. 
The site of this post is supposed to 
be exceptionably fruitful, but 1 have be 
fore me a letter from Mr. Joseph Ander 
son, of St. Paul, Minn., who was hay 
contractor at this post in 1872. His 
letter states that, in order to find places 
to cut the hay required by his contract 
that season, some 900 tons, be was com­ 
pelled to search over a space of country 
on the north side of the river 25 miles 
in extent in each direction from the 
post, or some 2,400 square miles, anc 
that there were none thick enough to 
cut for as great a distance beyond. 
Respecting the agricultural value or 
this country, after leaving the excellent 
wheat-growing valley of the Red River 
of the North, following westward 1,600 
miles to the Sierras, excepting the very 
limited bottoms of the small streams, as 
well as those of the Missouri and Yel- 
lowistone, from a few yards in breadth 
to an occasional water-washed valley o 
one or two miles, and the narrow valleys 
of the streams of Montana already set­ 
tled and a small area of timbered coun­ 
try in north-west Idaho (probably one- 
fiftieth of the whole), this country wil 
not produce the fruits and cereals of the 
East for want of moisture, and can in 
no way be artificially irrigated, and will 
not, in our day and generation, sell for 
one penny an acre, except through fraud 
or ignorance; and most of the land here 
excepted will have to be irrigated arti­ 
ficially. I write this knowing full well 
it will meet with contradiction, but the 
contradiction will be a falsehood. The 
country between the one hundredth 
meridian and the Sierras—the Rio 
Grande to the British Possessions—will 
never develop into populous States be 
cause of its want of moisture. 
Its 
counterpart is found in the plains of 
Northern Asia, and not in Western Eu­ 
rope. We look in vain for those ex­ 
pected agricultural settlements along 
the Kansas and Union Pacific Railroads, 
between these two lines, .and 20 years 
hence the search will be quite as fruit­ 
less. 
We have in Nevada and New 
Mexico fair samples of what these pop^ 
ulations will be. 
My statement is made from the prac­ 
tical experience and observation of 18 
years of military service as an officer 
of the army, much of which has been 
upon the frontier, and haying passed 
the remainder of my life a farmer. For 
conformation of what I have here said, 
f respectfblly refer the reader to Gon. 
'G. K. Warren of the Engineer. Corps of 
the arpiy^ who made a scientific explora­ 
tion of this country extending through 
several years, and ñas given us our only 
accurate map of it» or to Prof. Hayden,
